Ringing with Scripture 

Many of our hymns are inspired by Scripture. The song, "O Come, O Come, 
Emmanuel" is filled with references to the Bible. It is one of my favorite 
Advent hymns because it is such a rich and ancient prayer. The "O" 
antiphons in this song are at least 1,200 years old. They were known already 
at the time of Charlemagne. 

In this last week before Christmas, as life gets crazy busy, the “O" antiphons 
might be a good source for your prayer. They are short, yet packed with 
meaning. In the Church's liturgy, one antiphon is assigned to each day. The 
translations below are from the Latin text and the Scripture references are 
included, so that you might reflect more on the biblical roots of this song. 
Consider praying one antiphon each day. 

Dec. 17 "O Wisdom, you came forth from the mouth of the Most High (Sir. 
24:30), and reaching from beginning to end, you ordered all things mightily 
and sweetly (Wis. 8:1). Come, and teach us the way of prudence (Is. 40:14)." 

Dec. 18 "O Adonai (Lord) and Ruler of the house of Israel (Mt. 2:6), you 
appeared to Moses in the fire of the burning bush (Ex. 3:2), and on Mount 
Sinai gave him your Law (Ex. 20). Come, and with an outstretched arm 
redeem us (Jer. 32:21)." 

Dec. 19 "O Root of Jesse, you stand for an ensign of mankind (Is. 11:10); 
before you kings shall keep silence, and to you all nations shall have 
recourse (Is. 52:15). Come, save us and do not delay (Hab. 2:3)." 

Dec. 20 "O Key of David and Scepter of the house of Israel: you open and 
no man closes; you close and no man opens (Is. 22:22). Come, and deliver 
him from the chains of prison who sits in darkness and in the shadow of 
death (Ps. 107:10)." 

Dec. 21 "O Rising Dawn, Radiance of the Light eternal (Hab. 3:4) and Sun of 
Justice (Mai. 3:20); come, and enlighten those who sit in darkness and in the 
shadow of death (Lk. 1:78)." 

Dec. 22 "O King of the Gentiles and the Desired of all (Hag. 2:8), you are the 
cornerstone that binds two into one (Eph. 2:20). Come, and save poor man 
whom you fashion out of clay (Gen. 2:7)." 

Dec. 23 "O Emmanuel (Is. 7:14), our King and Lawgiver (Gen. 49:10), the 
Expected of nations and their Savior (Is. 33:22: come, and save us, O Lord 
our God."

INFORMATION FOR 2011 

As the end of the calendar year approaches, please 
remember that charitable contributions must be 
applied to the year in which they are 
received. According to the IRS, a donor must 
relinquish control of donated funds in order to claim 
a contribution as a charitable deduction for income 
tax purposes. To prove that control of the funds was 
relinquished in a certain calendar year, the 
contribution must be postmarked or delivered in 
person on or before December 31 to receive the 
deduction in that year. This is true regardless of the 
date on the check. Since December 31 falls on a 
Saturday and January 1 falls on a Sunday, collections 
in the parishes that week-end will be sorted by the 
calendar year in which the funds were received for 
accurate donor acknowledgment. If you want 
donations posted for 2011, they MUST be received by 
Saturday, December 31, 2011. Thank you.
